County Commission Delays A 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
November 11, at the courthouse ir 
Enterprise, and was told that the 
insurance company now providing 
the county with liability insurance 
would not longer write the policy, 
which will result in less coverage and 
a possible increase in legal 
expenses 

A local insurance agent that 
represents the company that 
previously provided liability insur 
ance told the commission that it had 
paid $37,000 a year in premiums for 
a $1 million policy, while the only 
policy now available was _ for 
$300,000 with a $25,000 deductible 
at an annual cost of $25,000 

The commissioners agreed that 
liability insurance was a headache 
for municipalities across the nation 
and didn't consider the cutback in 
coverage a major concern, but did 
express a fear of the large deductible 
listed in the new policy. Under the 
previous plan the county didn’t have 
to pay attorneys’ fees; 
under the new policy, the county 
would have to pay all such fees up to 
$25,000 per case 

The commission discussed the 
new policy and its contents at length

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Nursing Home Spotlight 


We are visiting one of Elba’s 
most beloved and respected senior 
citizens this week in our ‘Senior 
Spotlight’’ - Mrs. Jenny Pamela 
Young Crook; or, as she is most 
affectionately called by her legion of 
friends, ‘Miss Jenny’’. 

When one thinks of the words - 
gentle, kind, refined, peaceful - one 
thinks of Miss Jenny. She is, in our 
Opinion, a true ‘southern lady’’, 
which says it all in our book. 

We think the following statement 
epitomizes Miss Jenny's long and 
useful life: ‘'She had a mother’s 
dedication to her family and friends, 
and was devoted to decency and 
dignity.’’ ; 

She was born February 10, 1896, 
in the Victoria Community, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Lee Young. Her mother was the 
former Ida Elizabeth Electra Terry. 

Miss Jenny’s father was born in 
the Basin Community and was one of 
six children, He was a farmer and 
also worked in a warehouse as a 
clerk; he worked in the clerical field 
all his life, serving as Elba's city 
clerk at one time. 

Miss Jenny's mother hailed from 
Geneva County and was one of eight 
children. Miss Jenny remembers 
her mother as a ‘‘patient, kind and 
pretty lady’. 

She is one of three sisters: Mrs. 
Mattie Maud Martin, who is now 
deceased; and Mrs, Idelle Whitman, 
who resides in Eiba. There were also 
two brothers and another sister who 
died as very young children. 

On March 2, 1916, Miss Jenny 
married Dr. William Randolph 
Crook, better known as ‘'Dr, Ran’’ to 
his many patients 

He was born in Lowndes County 
March 2, 1879, the son of Dr. 
William Henry Crook and Emma 
Drane Crook, both of whom were 
born and reared in Lowndes County.

Max, whose home is in Pensa- 
cola, He is retired from Monsanto 
and his wife is the former Mamie 
Bowman 

Geraldine, who lives in Mont- 
pomery and works with Farm Bureau 
there She is married to Bruce 
Danzey 

Charles, who is a_ resident of 
Lakeland, Fla., and is the business 
manager for Ford Motor Co. He is 
married to the former Bobbie 
Sanders 

The third child and second son of 
Dr. Ran and Miss Kate is Prade 
Crook, who is a resident of our own 
fair town after having retired with 30 
years in the Navy as a CWO and 
living from coast to coast He is 
former Thelma 
They have 


married to the 
Rogers of Hartselle, Ala 
no children 

The four child and the “baby” 
was Irma Reld, who is now deceased 
She and her husband James lived in 
Memphis Tenn., and were the 
parents of two daughters: Betty Kate 
Hall and Evelyn Stephens, both of 
whom reside in Memphis. 


Miss Jenny and ‘‘Doctor’’ had 
two sons; Joseph Lee, who died in 
WWII. He was a paratrooper, and at 
the time of his death, was married to 
Olney Whatley They had no 
children. 

Second son is the aforementioned 
optometrist, Dr. John Revel Crook, 
who lives and has his practice 
in Evergreen. He is married to the 
former Dot Saunders of Samson, and 
they are the parents of two children: 
lohn Jr., who is unmarried and a 
resident of Atlanta, working in 
television advertising; and Lynne, 
who is married to Gary Daw and they 
make their home in Tallahassee, 
Fla., where Lynne is unit supervisor 
of ARC (Association for Retarded 
Citizens).

But | 
liked it! It was so much easier to fix 
and take care of; and apparently 
other folks liked it too, for lots of 
girls got their hair bobbed after I got 
mine cut.”’ 

So Miss Jenny was’ a ‘‘trend- 
setter’’ way back about 75-80 years 
ago! 

When asked her’ mother’s 
reaction, she laughed and replied, *'I 
think Mama was sort of surprised, to 
say the least, but she got used to it.”’ 

She also shared another cute 
incident. Miss Jenny took the 
State Board of Education examina- 
tion and passed it, earning a 
teaching certificate. She taught 
approximately ten years -- at 
Victoria and Basin and substituting 
in the Elba schools. While teaching 
at Victoria she boarded with Mr. 
Julian Brooks, a trustee of the school 
and his family While there she 
became acquainted with the young 
Dr. Ran, who was a great buddy of 
Mr. Brooks’ They hunted and 
fished together frequently 

Thus, friendship blossomed into 
love and courtship and courtship into 
marraige 

Before they were married, 
however, and while they were 
courting, Miss Jenny was teaching 
one of Dr. Ran’s sons, Prude; Prude 
then became her ‘‘mailman,”’ 
carrying notes between her and his 
father. 

Not only did he play Cupid then, 
but later helped name his baby 
brother - John Revel. Prude worked 
in a drugstore in Enterprise with a 
Mr. Revel Searcy, liked and admired 
him, thus wanting. to bestow his 
name on his brother. 

An interesting job Miss Jenny 
had was that of postmistress at 
Victoria for a year or so. She said she 
“enjoyed working in the post 
office."’ 

Miss Jenny likes to read. ‘'That 
is my chief enjoyment - educational 
books and Christian magazine. | like 
playing rook. I'm not a very good 


quilter No, I don’t care for 
television,’’ in response to the 
question 


She said her favorite color is red; 
her favorite flower is the rose; spring 
is her favorite season and she likes 
teacakes and watermelon. 

Miss Jenny is known for her 
homemade rolls and icebox cookies. 
Through the years she has baked 
thousands of these delicious rolls 
and shared them with family and 
friends. She has baked so many 
icebox cookies for her great nieces 
and nephews that they dubbed her 


““Cookie’’. She is also called 
‘‘Mommie"’ by her loving 
grandchildren and great grand- 


children, 

Her words of advice from her 
experiences in life were: ‘‘I would 
advise everyone to go to church and 
always obey the Golden Rule”’. 

She said, ‘‘] like the nursing 
home; they are very considerate and 
understanding. They've been very 
good to me. The Lord's been mighty 
good to me.”’ 

She is a member of the Elba 
United Methodist Church.
